2 Employees quit 


Council probes 
residency rule

The residency requirement for 
Romulus city employees was 
scheduled for action by City Council 
at its regular meeting last night. 

But while results of any action 
came after press deadline, there 
have already been repercussions in 
the form of resignations 
Two employees in the grants 
department, Eugene Yagley and 
Aaron Jones, who both live outside 
the city, turned in their resignations 
last week and have left city hall. 

Yagley defied City Coundl’s letter 
to appear before it and explain why 
he hadn't moved into the city as 
requiredby the ordinance. However, 
he did send a letter to Council and 
say he felt it was an administrative 
decision, not a legislative one. 

Jones, on the other hand, declined 
to make a statement when Yagley 
did but decided to leave also. 

Councilman Beverly McAnally 
refused to Sit in on Council’s private 
meetings with the seven or eight city 
employees who still live outside the 
city. She walked out, saying she

*s. McAnally voted against the 
amendment, as it passed 5-1. 

The discussion led to a debate, of 
sorts, between Mrs. McAnally and 
Raspberry. Looking at McAnally. 
Raspberry said, “Didn’t you make 
the motion to hear the employees? 
Since the employees came on their 
own time and offered information, 
don’t we owe them something?” 

Mrs. Me Anally countered, “I think 
we need to uphold the ordinances. I 
do not want to work a hardship on 
anyone. It’s unfortunate that em- 
ployees outside the dty were hired 
with the understanding that City 
Council wouldn’t enforce the or- 
dinances.” 

"Three mayors didn’t enforce the 
ordinance.” Raspberry responded. 
"With all due respect, you were 
Chairman of the Council two years 
(1973-75). Didn’t you know em- 
ployees w<rked in the city who lived 
outside the dty?” 

"No,” answered Mrs. McAnally. 

"Weren’t the records of the per- 
sonnel office open to you?” Rasp- 
berry asked. 

Coundlman Ray Cantrell said, 
"We held a hearing. I think the least 
we can do is grdant them the time 
spedfied in the ordinance.” The 
ordinance gives one year’s time for 
an employee to move into the city. 

It was then that the council voted 
6-0 to enforce the residency 
requirement and set last night for 
action on the issue.

children, ages 11, seven and three,”

Mrs. Aggison, who is a clerk at the 
Romulus Post Office on Shook Road, 
is worried about the safety factor of 
her family and also the value of her 
property being affected if the home 
next door houses runaway teen 
agers. 

"All the neighbors I’ve contacted 
have agreed to sign any petition 
necessary to keep it from going in,” 
she said. She added that she would 
like to be contacted at 729-3276 by 
those who feel as she does and would 
like to help her. 

Meanwhile, officials for Out- 
Wayne County Youth Services 
Coalition, Inc., feel there is nothing 
to be alarmed about. 

"First of all, the house on Wayne 
Road in Romulus is not oneof the top 
priority locations we’re seeking,” 
said Barbara Bergman, community 
outreach coordinator. 

"Also, these are not delinquents 
and they are not pre-delinquents. 
Most of the teen agers we deal with 
are victims of some form of neglect 
or abuse.” 

Ms. Bergman said further that "it 
is not a home, but a short term 
shelter for young people in crisis 
who are not presently able to return 
home.” 

She said that boys and girls crying 
for help are not delinquents - they 
are kids in need. 

"I’d encourage anyone concerned 
about our program to give St. 
Norbert’s in Inkster a call and see 
how our Counterpoint program is 
working. We feel this is a safe 
alternative to the hazards of street 
living for kids who are not able to 
stay at home.” 

She urged anyone with questions

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During tornadoes 


Evidence may alter idea about best shelter 


An Eastern Michigan University 
climatologist has unearthed some 
new evidence about southeastern 
Michigan tornadoes — evidence 
which may change the best places of 
shelter in homes and public 
buildings. 

According to George Howe, most 
tornadoes which touch down in 
southeastern Michigan move from 
the west or northwest toward the 
east or southeast. 

“This could be an important 
consideration in knowing where the 
safest part of a building is.” he said. 


Howe noted that the vast majority 
of the nation s tornadoes — about 85 
percent — come out of the south- 
west; thus meteorologists have 
advised people in the path of a 
twister to seek shelter in that corner 
of their basement or other dwelling 
But recent findings warn that the 
places traditionally deemed the 
safest may, in fact, be the most 
dangerous places to be should a 
tornado hit. 

“Most recent studies and evidence 
indicate that the part of the building 
opposite the direction the tornado is 


coming is the safest, Howe said. 
“This is based partly on the fact that 
we know the majority of damage is 
done by winds rather than the 
pressure differential ; the strongest 
winds would be on the ‘right-hand 
side* of the tornado track.” 

Howe reported that 59 percent of 
the tornadoes which touched down in 
southeastern Michigan between 1951 
and 1975 came out of the West or 
northwest. This means that the 
safest place for most Michigan 
residents living in this area is the 
east side of the basement or lowest 


Coalition for 21 reaches 
first goal of petition drive 


“Today we nave reached an in- 
termediate step on our way to 
qualifying our initiative petition 
amendment to the Michigan Con- 
stitution, which would raise the legal 
drinking age to 21. by securing 
165,700 signatures as of April 14,” 
said Allen B. Rice II, Executive 
Director of the Michigan Council on 
Alcohol Problems (MICAP) and co- 
chairman of the Coalition for 21 
which kicked off its petition drive in 
September 1977. 

Some 265,700 certified signatures 
are required to qualify a petition for 
a constitutional amendment, and the 
Coalition for 21 circulators will need 
at least 50,000 to 100,000 additional 
signatures to guarantee 
qualification on the ballot. 

“Through our churches and school 
groups, including the FT As, school 


board members, school counselors 
and secondary school principals, 
and the public response gained 
through radio and TV talk shows, 
we have distributed over a quarter 
of a million petitions across the state 
— enough to bring in more than 2 
million signatures,” reported Paul 
Bailey, associate MICAP director 
and state-side coordinator for the 
Coalition for 21. “In my personal 
appearances in more than 90 radio 
and TV stations all across the state, 
I can say that there is almost un- 
versal enthusiasm for the objective 
of re-establishing the legal drinking 
age at 21,” said Bailey, who also is 
charged with contacts with the 83 
county coordinators who a re hard at 
work extending the opportunity for 
Michigan citizens to express their 
desire to have this issue on the 
ballot. 


“Our first deadline in this petition 
drive is May 1st,” said Rice, “but we 
have a fall back date of June 1st for 
follow -up and then we have a date of 
July 1st for a crisis deadline, if it is 
needed , and the absolute final 
deadline is July 10. Circulators 
should send in petitions as com- 
pleted,” he requested.

floor. Elsewhere in the lower 
peninsula, the best shelter is the 
northeast comer or north wall of the 
basement, since tornadoes in the 
rest of the state usually come out of 
the southwest. 

Nationally, the peak months for 
tornadoes are April and May, when 
weather conditions are the most 
unstable. Although most of Michigan 
shares similar tornado statistics, 
southeastern Michigan is a different 
animal. 

“Theeastward and southeastward 
moving tornadoes occur most 
frequently in June and July,’ Howe 
said, “so the greatest risk in 
southeastern Michigan is during 
that two-month period.” 

June is the biggest month for 
tornadoes in this region. More than a 
third of the 92 tornadoes reported in 
southeastern Michigm in the past 25 
years have touched down in June. 
The others were evenly distributed 
from April through August. 

Howe, one of the state’s foremost 
tornado authorities, sees siren 
warning systems as a futile attempt 
at protecing people from twisters. 
Sirens are ineffective, because they 
usually cannot warn people in time 
and often cannot reach enough 
people in the tornado’s path, he said. 

“The possibility of a damaging 
tornado in any year or any month is 
rather small for any point or small 
area,” he explained, “and the time 
available is so short once a tornado 
is sighted It’s better for people to 
note that they are in a tornado 


watch area and keep an eye on 
weather conditions.” 

If people under a tornado watch 
keep an eye on the sky, they 
probably will be able to take action 
on their own. A tornado may be 
spawned from dark storm clouds 
which develop irregular bottoms, 
pouches or sags. And people usually 
can hear a twister coming he said. 

“The indications are that one 
would have a minute or two by the 
time your hear the sound — a sound 
which usually sounds much like a 
low-flying jet airplane.” 

Once the thunderous sound of an 
approaching twister is heard, Howe 
advises people to “dive for the safest 
place in the house” and not to spend 
valuable moments opening win- 
dows, which was thought to be an 
important safety measure. Windows 
are usually the weakest part of the 
structure, anyway, he said. 


Recent studies of schools, homes 
and other buildings destroyed by 
tornadoes have shown that the most 
dangerous locations are the wind- 
ward walls — the walls which 
receive the heaviest beating from 
thewinds, whichcan reach 300 miles 
an hour. The glass, brick and block 
which make up the windward walls 
of dwellings will be blown into the 
interior of the luilding, while less 
damage will be done to the walls on 
the leeward side. 

People also should a void all north- 
south corridors or halls, since tor- 
nadoes can send debris flying down 
them like deadly missiles. 

“For most of Michigan “the first 
thing to do would be to designate the 
safest areas in homes and public 
buildings so that people could move 
quickly to them should a tornado 
appear on the horizon. It is also 
important to be alert, if a watch is 
issued in one’s area.”

In Westland probe 


Contractor bound over on felony charge 


His firm was to lower un- 
derground sewer lead lines aJong 
Palmer Hoad so that the Wayne 
County Drain Commission could 
complete its work on a different 
project having to do with drain in- 
stallation and paving. 

The prosecutor produced wit- 
nesses, city inspectors and in- 
spectors from the city’s consulting 
engineering firm, who testified that 
Schieda did lower nine of the sewer 
leads in the area along Palmer 
Road. However, the engineer in 
charge of supervision, Andre Hindu 
from the consulting firm of Mc- 
Donnell-Proudfoot and Associates, 
testified that he told Schieda not to 
lower sewer leads on vacant lots. 

Subsequently, the city was 
allegedly billed for the lowering of 
sewer leads on those lots, and for an 
address that turned out to be non- 
existent. 


least worked on all ot the trenches, 
including the ones that allegedly 
weren’t done. 

Dansby said that Schieda ex- 
plained the alleged billing 
irregularities to be the result of 
confusion on the site. 

Indeed, it was confusion, and lack 
of communication on the part of the 
city, its engineers and consulting 
engineers, that Schieda’s attorney 
attempted to demonstrate during 
the examination. 

Defense attorney Thomas Wing 
attempted to establish that there 
was no criminal intent on the part of 
his client, that inspection reports 
by the consulting engineers were not 
available to his client to aid in his 
billing and that confusion resulted

Contractor Vincent Schieda, 
charged with obtaining money by 
false pretenses from the City of 
Westland, has been bound over for 
trial In Wayne County Circuit Court 
on the felony charge. The decision to 
send him to Circuit Court came from 

18th District Court Judge Thomas 
G. Smith Monday after a four-hour 
preliminary examination. 

A preliminary exam is held to 
establish two criteria First, the 
prosecution must demonstrate that 
a crime has been committed, and 
second, must show probable cause, 
to the satisfaction of the judge, that 
the defendant may have committed 
it. 

Richard Whitney, w' ho prosec tuted 
the case for the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office, called nine 
witnesses, most of them inspectors 
who said they witnessed various 
aspects of the work done by the 
contracting firm owmed by Schieda. 

The city alleges that Schieda 
billed the city for contracting work 
not actually performed by his firm, 
Standard General Contractors of 
Romulus. 


Police and engineering in- 
vestigators testified that at least tw o 
vacant lots were later dug up, and no 
sewer leads found. 

Police Insp. Fred Dansby testified 
that Schieda told him that he 
(Schieda) had personally dug or at 
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from the “messed up operation out 
there “on the rush job.” 

While the city usually has 
engineering reports from its in- 
spectors to verify that work was 
performed before any bill is ap- 
proved for payment, in this case 
engineering reports apparently 
were not used before the Depart- 
ment of Public Service approved 
payment. 

City engineering division em- 
ployee Ernest Keast said he per- 
sonally saw leads installed on four 
lots, then took the word of Schieda 
that the remainder were done. He 
said he subsequently approved 
payment, without seeing actual field 
reports for verification, since 
Schieda had worked for the city 
before, and he (Keast) had no 


reason to doubt that the work was 
done. 

However, after the first four leads 
were lowered, as verified by Keast’s 
personal inspection, the remainder 
of the work was inspected by Mc- 
Donnell-Proudfoot engineers But 
the reports on that work were never 
requested by nor sent to the city 
until this investigation began, it was 
revealed at the exam. 

Hindu testified that the reports 
were not sent routinely to the city in 
this case because the firm actually 
was doing the inspection work for 
the county, not for the city, on this 
joint city-county paving and 
drainage project. 

Communication problems or not, 
the judge determined that he 
believed there was enough evidence 
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to justify binding Schieda over to 
Circuit Court for trial 

Schieda will be arraigned on in- 
formation at 8 : 30 a m . May 19 in the 
out-county division of Circuit Court 
at Eloise. 

Smith had, at the beginning of the 
examination, told Schieda and his 
attorney that he was denying the 
defense motion that he (Smith) 
disqualify himself from the case 
because of his association with the 
City of Westland He told the defense 
attorney that the decision could be 
appealed to the other 18th District 
Court judge and a hearing on the 
matter demanded, but although 
Wing said he “further objected,” he 
made no further motion for a 
hearing.

Detroit Diesel: City and industry 'team up ' 


’We knew that skilled labor 
was available. .

Because of the fantastic future 
predicted for the diesel engine, 
much attention was focused on 
Detroit Diesel Allison’s recent an- 
nouncement a new 8.2 litre diesel 
.engine foil jiyedium-duty vehicles. 

In fact, Detroit Diesel’s presence 
in Romulus and its contribution to 
the community is an illustration of 
how a city and a corporation can 
work together for the good of all 
concerned. 

Bob Brueck, a 35-year veteran 
w.th the company and one who is 
concerned with younger people 
entering the job market, traced 
Detroit Diesel’s move to Romulus 
and subsequent growth there. 
Brueck is manager of industry - 
government relations for the local 
plant. 

He recalled that Argonaut Realty 
Division of General Motors pur- 
chased the old Stinson Aircraft 
property from Consolidated Vultee 
back in 1949. 

Detroit Diesel used the building to 
design, develop and manufacture 
small generator set (15 kw) to be 
used in tanks and other military 
installations as independent, 
auxiliary power. With termination of 
the Korean conflict in 1953, these 
operations slowly closed down. 

At the same time, however, the 
diesel engine busines was expanding 
and outgrowing the manufacturing 
space in Detroit Diesel’s Bedford 
headquarters facilities. 

As a result, the large aircraft 
assembly bays became parts 
warehouse space, and the Stinson 
offices became headquarters for 


Detroit Diesel Allison’s Worldwide 
Parts Distribution Center. 

“When we first walked through all 
those offices and saw the huge 
amount of room in all those 
buildings, we never thought we’d 
ever need all the space,” Brueck 
laughedas he recalled his first stroll 
through the facility. 

“We not only used all that was 
there, but we have recently un- 
dergone four huge expansion 
programs,” he added. 

Brueck recalled that as the 
warehouse activity grew, many 
minor revisions and renovations 
were made, plus a few sizeable 
additions until by 1975 it was a very 
modern, efficient warehouse 
operation of 650,000 square feet 
employing 500 people. 

The diesel engine business con- 
tinued to grow, and by 1974, DDA 
was again running out of 
manufacturing space in Redford. 
Many alternatives were considered 
in a search for manufacturing high- 
volume parts. 

Indianapolis was a prime place to 
look because DDA had a multi-plant 
complex with 12,000emplqyees there 
with room to expand. Other out-of- 
state sites were also considered, 


including Ohio and Iowa, and at- 
tractive offers, including generous 
tax-break incentives came from the 
“sun belt’’ states. 

And Michigan in 1974 was not 
competitive for industrial growth. 

Then the Michigan Legislature — 
at the urging of Gov. William 
Milliken, business and industry 
leaders, and the Michigan Chamber 
of Commerce — passed a most 
important piece of legislation as far 
as industrial growth was concerned. 

Public Act 198, “Plant 
Rehabilitation and Industrial 
Development Districts Law,” was 
passed, permitting the local taxing 
unit to exempt rehabilitation 
projects and new industrial 
development from one-half the 
normal property tax for 12 years 
This caused DDA to take a second 
look at the unused manufacturing 
property in Romulus, Brueck ex- 
plained. 

Detroit Diesel officials felt the 
area was ideal because of its 
closeness to two major interstate 
highways, 1-94, and 1-275, the C&O 
Railroad and Metropolitan Airport, 
plus the fact the location ws only 25 
minutes from DDA’s headquarters.

Superior, Romulus. The elementary school students were 



available, and although in Michigan, 
unemployment and workman’s 
compensation costs to employes are 
among the highest in the country, we 
felt that any tax savings could help 
offset this,” Brueck pointed out. 

Deeming it most economically 
advantagous to make high volume 
parts close to assembly operations 
and the parts distribution 
headquarters, Detroit Diesel began 
its first of four major expansions 
that has made it among the most 
prominent industrial giants in all of 
Wayne County and the state of 
Michigan. 

Brueck highly praised Romulus 
administration officials and city 
council members for their out- 
standing cooperation in helping 
Detroit Diesel accomplish its growth 


and provide more tax base and job 
opportunities for Romulus residents. 

DDA paid taxes amounting to 
$287,775 in 1975 and by the time all 
four expansions are completed in 
1982, it is estimated the company 
will be paying $2,700,000 in taxes 
annually to Romulus. 

Taxes paid to Romulus by Detroit 
Diesel amounted to $739,812 in 1976 
and $1,140,000 in 1977. 

Reflecting on his desire to help 
youngsters find employment, 
Brueck pointed out that Detroit 
Diesel provided 114 part-time jobs 
last summer, most of which were 
filled by local youngsters just out of 
high school or going to college 
Of the 114, 18 Romulus residents 
have been retained as permanent 
employes. 


“By the end of 1979, if all goes as 
planned, our total employment 
should be about 2,500, increasing to 
2,990 by 1981 and hitting 3,400 by 
1983,” Brueck said in assessing the 
future. 

“I sincerely believe there will be 
more expansion unless we run into 
some severe economic setbacks. Of 
course, you realize that un- 
predictable economic and political 
factors can change the picture 
drastically. 

“On the other hand, we may enjoy 
prosperity and* have even more 
opportunities than predicted. 

“Following General Motors 
Chairman Thomas Murphy’s lead, I 
would say that we are cautiously 
optimistic about our future in 
Romulus,” Brueck concluded.

A three percent in- 
crease in room and 
board rates in the 
Eastern Michigan 
University residence 
halls has been approved 
by the EMU Board of 
Regents.

A new film exploring 
the conflicting and 
competing uses of 
Michigan’s 3,200 miles 
of coastline will be 
presented May 13 at 8 : 30 
p.m. on Channel 56. 

“Who’s Minding the 
Shore?” is an overview 
of the Federal Costal 
Zone Management 
Program. Michigan is 
one of 30 states par- 
ticipating in the 
program. 

The GZM program is 
intended to bring some 
order to various states’ 
methods of regulating 
and managing their 
shorelines. The show- 
focuses specifically on 
the CZM program as it 
affects Michigan. It also 
discusses the history of 
the CZM (since 1972) 
and examines the 
widely varied uses that 
different people see for 
Michigan’s shoreline. 

The State of Michigan 
is slated to receive $10 
million through 1983 for 
implementation of this 
program. The Depart- 
ment of Natural 
Resources, which is the 
administering agency 
appointed by the 
Governor, is to pass 50 
percent of that total to 
local units of govern- 
ment. It is at that level 
that much of the battle 
over costal usage is 
taking place.

A hockey game is fun to 
watch, and the excitement surroun- 
ding the game has to be experienced to 
be appreciated, but getting involved in 
the community is not always fun or 
exciting. But, the long range rewards 
are much higher.

tap the virtually unlimited potential 
possessed by the residents of the 
community. But, before that will be 
possible, it will be necessary for the 
elected officials that serve the com- 
munity to commit themselves to 
welcoming the involvement of the 
citizens. 

For too long, too many politicians 
have considered their office a gift 
from above, rather than a gift from 
the people. 

And too many politicians, after 
gaining office, find that the job is just 
too demanding of their time. But, 
rather than quit, they continue to hang 
on to the prestige while providing no 
real service to the people who have 
elected them. 

It is apparent that not only 
corporations suffer from the effects of 
the ‘Peter Principle,’ local govern- 
ment does also. 

But, this problem of unqualified 
elected officials has a simple solution. 

An informed and involved citizenery 
could eliminate in just a few short 
years the majority of the problems 
that currently exist between the 
elected official and his constituency. 

We suggest that one step in the 
direction of getting more citizens 
involved in the democratic process 
would be through the creation of a 
‘Community Day.’ 

Today, we live in a transient society. 
Few people expect to live out their 
lives in the community that they may 
now find themselves in. It is time to 
make the effort toward attracting 
those citizens, and getting them in- 
volved. 

And, one way to do that is to con- 
vince them that a specific community 
would be a good place for them to stay . 

We should concentrate on pointing 
out the differences between us rather 
than the sameness. 

Each and every community is 
different Each has its own identity. It 
is time to provide the residents with 
their own identity tied to the com- 
munity. 

We think a ‘Community Day’ would 
be a good beginning. 


It has been six months since we began 
our campaign to secure a new post office 
for the City of Romulus. 

Since that time, approximately 2,000 
residents have signed petitions, dozens of 
letters have been sent to our state and 
federal representatives and many per- 
sonal letters have been received by my 
office, all describing the poor postal 
service we receive. 

The response, to date, from the 
government, can best be described as 
negative. 

After a lengthy letter to the Detroit 
postmaster explaining air problems and 
needs, the only response has been a short, 
cryptic noteto the effectthat nothing could 
be done. 

Following that, a government appraiser 
visited Romulus with orders to arrange the 
sale of the federal property next to the new 
34th District Court, which was purchased 
in 1975 for the purpose of building a new 
post office in Romulus. 

The government has renegotiated a 
lease on the old building on Bibbins Street 
and our 40 carriers are still working out of 
the Taylor Post Office. 

As the post office is organized today, our 
elected representatives are largely 
powerless to effect change on our behalf 

Even though Congressman William D. 
Ford is a member of the House Post Office 
and Civil Service Committee, it has been 
more than two years since the “tem- 
porary” move of our postal carriers to

Taylor with still no sign of change as a 
result of his efforts. 

In the meantime, poor delivery con- 
tinues to plague Romulus residents. Cases 
of hardship caused by the poor and erratic 
service out of Taylor continue to be 
received. 

Common examples include the late 
delivery of bills, forcing residents to pay 
penalty charges; letters returned un- 
delivered, although addresses are ac- 
curate, letters going to all parts of the 
country although the destinations are a 
few miles across town and bulk city 
mailings taking up to two weeks to be 
delivered. 

However, all is not lost. There is 
currently a move underway in the U S. 
Congress to revamp the entire U.S. Postal 

Service. , t 0 

A major reorganization of the Service 
was approved by the House of 
Representatives on April 6 by the lopsided 
vote of 384 - 11. TO s marks the first 
reorganization attempt since Congress 
established the semi-aitonomous private 
corporation in 1970. 

The bill, HR 7700, now before the Senate, 
is designed to make the Postal Service 
more efficient and to reinstate a measure 
of congressional and executive branch 
control over its operations. 

The measure would provide for a 
congressional veto over rate increases and 
service cuts, making the system more

responsive to public needs and political 
pressures 

If this bill passes, Congressman Ford s 
vote will take on added importance and 
his intercession on our behalf will carry 
greater weight. 

I believe this legislation is a step in the 
right direction, in giving back greater 
control of postal operations to the people. 

I encourage residents to write Senator 
Riegle’s regional office at 29200 Vassar, 
Suite 620, Livonia 48152 urging him to vote 
for the bill when it reaches the Senate 
floor. Hearings are scheduled for April 25- 
28 and May 2-3 before the Senate Govern- 
mental Affairs subcommittee. 

I also urge citizens to continue to sign 
and circulate petitions describing our 
situation. They are available in my office. 

If this bill passes the Senate, our elected 
officials will be under even greater 
pressure to accomodate the legitimate 
needs of their constituents, and our dream 
of a new postal facility, without increased 
taxes, will take another step toward 
becoming reality in the forseeable future. 


Solidarity at any cost?

The invitation read: You are cordially 
invited to a Community Press open house 
to be held at the UAW Region 1-E 
headquarters, signed: Bard Young, 

director. 

The invitation to join with the com- 
munity press and ranking union officials 
for a general discussion of UAW press 
relations struck me as having con- 
siderable merit. 

It had been some time since I had the 
opportunity of walking the halls that 
Walther Reuther built. Many years, 
during my adolesence in local politics, I 
had often joined my fellow precinct 
delegates at the Region 1-E facility on 
Telegraph in Taylor. The purpose of those 
get-togethers was to act out the well or- 
chestrated scenario called democracy. 

I had always left those meetings im- 
pressed with the reality of politics. It was, 
as it were, the most basic application of 
the one man-one vote principle. And, the 
one man always seemed to be the chair- 
man of the 15th Democratic district. 

But on this occasion, the subject was not 
to be politics, at least not primarily 
politics. 

‘ Upon entering the building I was greeted 
warmly by Region 1-E’s public relations 
man, Paul Morris. Morris’ function with 
the UAW, like PR men everywhere, was to 
keep the good deeds of the UAW well 
publicized through the communication 
media. 

Following a round of handshaking in- 
troductions, 1 was joined by Bard Young. 
We engaged in an innocuous discussion of 
the current plight in which Wayne County 
Commissioners now found themselves— 
the impossible position of having run out of 
fat paying full-time county jobs that they 
could appoint one of their members to. 

Following cocktails, stuffed mushrooms, 
and chicken livers, I was introduced to

several local presidents, and their 
assistants. 

Asking for our attention, Bard Young 
stood at the front of the room and thanked 
the media for coming to the open house. In 
his well delivered short speech. Young 
expressed the hope that the news media 
would allow the UAW to respond to any 
possible comments that the news people 
might be inclined to print, regarding the 
activities of his organization. He also 
expressed the hope that the UAW and the 
media could work more closely in the 
future. 

Generally, I was impressed with the 
party. For anyone who may hold the 
image of a UAW boss as a thug or muscle 
man would have been disappointed. To a 
man, the UAW staff, and elected officers 
were articulate gentlemen, a far cry from 
the Ford Motor Company overpass days. 

On the way out of the building, I was 
offered a press kit containing information 
relating to UAW activities, Region 1-E 
press contacts, and two issues of the 
union’s house organ Solidarity. 

For those of you who might not be 
familiar with the magazine, Solidarity is 
the UAW’s (published every three weeks) 
vehicle for informing the union mem- 
bership of important events and-or 
legislation which may affect them. 

I found the magazine extremely in- 
teresting, especially the April 24th edition 
featuring on its cover the image of black 
Africa. 

Thumbing through the - pages of 
Solidarity, I was impressed with the 
general excellence of the material. 
Written and edited well, the stories ran 
from the union’s strike settlements in 
other parts of the country to philosophical 
discussions of the future of white collar 
workers. But, an article on Page 19, titled 


Plant Closings, The Physical Toll, was of 
special interest to me. 

It seems that the Federal government 
conducted a research program aimed at 
discovering the effect on workers of plant 
closings. A 

The article, without by-line, presented 
the findings of the Federal government, 
and concluded that plant closings take a 
heavy toll on those workers who have been 
affected by them. 

This article, while interesting, would not 
normally have stuck out with such con- 
trast had it not been for the layout on the 
back page of Solidarity. 

That back cover contained a full page 
‘Editorial Opinion’ stating that “A cash 
register that doesn't ring is the loudest 
sound that a boss will hear.” 

It went on to explain that UAW members 
should boycott a long list of companies that 
have resisted unions in some manner or 
other. 

Interesting.

Possibly, the trauma to the individual is 
of less significance than the will of the 
union. 

I couldn’t help but get the impression 
that while a company must thoroughly 
understand its workers if it is to progress, 
the members of a union are provided 
almost no information regarding the 
problems that management faces in 
tryir^ to keep all of the union membership 
employed. 

But, it has been said that a little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing. 

I wonder what the workers at Bear 
Archery Products think about the urged 
boycott? (Bear is on the list of companies 
to be boycotted.)

Russ White 

and the PCHA

If you pick up a newspaper, turn on a 
radio, or take the time to watch television, 
you’ll fast discover that far too much of the 
new r syou read, hear, or have read to you is 
news of tragedy or news which you find to 
be outrageous. 


slated as an expression of volunteer 
community service. 


This spate of bad news is perhaps 
symbolic of the times: but it’s incumbent 
upon the various media to report it to you. 


Now the man who is going to be the 
subject of this column is named Russell V. 
White. He’ll soon be age 81, and he’s 
currently a resident of the downriver 
nursing home I referenced earlier. 


This afternoon, it’s Saturday, I’ve just 
returned from a nursing home in the 
downriver community of Riverview. While 
at the facility, I was fortunate enough to 
take part in a ceremony honoring a most 
remarkable man. Thus, contrary to what 
we so often read in this medium, this 
column is going to be one of good news. 


The five hospitals which comprise the 
PCHA are governed by a 47-person Board 
of Directors who represent on a propor- 
tionate basis the 24 communities in the 
Authority. 


Russ White is perhaps the embodiment 
of public service. Many, many years ago 
— it was 1928 — he was elected to the 
Lincoln Park City Council. There isn’t 
anything really remarkable about his 
being elected to that City Council. 
However, when you discover that he 
served on the City Council for 40 years and 
eight months, you begin to have an ap- 
preciation for his dedication to his com- 
munity. 

Incidently, for one 2-year term during 
that 40-year tenure, he also served as 
Mayor of Lincoln Park. 


might be considered merely a *me-too’ 
effort and that the effectiveness of the 
existing PCHA could be threatened 

He worked with several other downriver 
officials, and then approached PCHA with 
a proposal that all communities South and 
West of Detroit be invited to join the 
PCHA. Hewas the leader of this downriver 
group, and it was through his per- 
suasiveness that the downriver com- 
munities ultimately became members of 
the PCHA 


Later in 1947, after Lincoln Park had 
become officially a PCHA member 
community, Russ was selected to be a 
member of the Board of Directors. 


Board members, by and large, are 
laypeople who must make extraordinary 
personal and sometimes financial 
sacrifices to continue their stewardship on 
the Board. They are not paid any salary — 
not even milage for the hundreds of miles 
they must drive to conduct Board 
business. 


In 1945, Public Act 47, — the Joint 
Hospital Authority Act — was enacted. 
PCHA became the first group in Michigan 
to incorporate under the provisions of the 
Act. 


As was his wont, he accepted the new 
responsibility and immediately became a 
serious, hardworking Board member. How 
seriously did he take his responsibility? 
Well, he served from 1947 until March of 
1978 — a period of 31 years. That 31 years 
of service is by far the record tenure for 
Board membership, and it’s a record 
which probably will never be broken. 


Certainly there is no advantage 
politically to any Board member; indeed, 
service on the PCHA Board of Directors 
may well be considered a political liability 
by some. 


Initially, PCHA covered only a small 
portion of Western Wayne County. In 1947, 
several downriver communities proposed 
to implement the Act to form a second 
hospital authority in Wayne County. 


PCHA had already been in business for 
two years, and was making substantial 
progress in establishing health care 
delivery systems for its communities. 


Russ White is not quite as active as he 
once was; age does have a way of slowing 
one down a bit. The Board of Directors on 
March 23, 1978, in recognition of his past 
meritorious service, named Russ White as 
PCHA Board Member Emeritus. He 
becomes thus the first person in the 35- 
year history of PCHA to be honored with 
such a title. 


To put it in its simplest terms, mem- 
bership on the PCHA Board is best tran-

Even experl swim 
mers run a risk of 
drowning if they fall into 
very cold water while 
they are boating or 
fishing in the early 
spring, according to 
Kevin Killeen, safety 
program director for 
the Southeastern 
Chapter of the Ked 
Cross. 

“Many spring 
drowning deaths can be 
attributed to what the 
medical profession calls 
hypothermia, the 
numbing effect cold 
water has on the limbs 
and body.” Killeen 
explained “However 


skilled the swimmer is, 
he or she can drown if 
icy waters immobilize 
the arms and legs and 
make it impossible to 
swim or get out of the 
water.’’ 

Killeen suggested that 
early spring boat users 
and fishermen note 
these precautions: 

(1) If you suddenly 
find yourself in ex- 
tremely cold water, do 
not try to remove your 
clothing. It will help 
retain some body heat 
by reducing the flow of 
water over your body. 
Clothing can also trap 
and hold air which will 


add to your natural 
boyancy. 

(2) If you plan on 
being out or on the 
water at this season, be 
sure to wear thermal 
underwent, a SCUBA 
diver s wet suit or other 
suitable clothing. 

(3) If you do find 
yourself in cold water , 
get out of it as soon as 
possible. Ordinarily, the 
Red Cross advises 
staving with a capsized 
boat, but in this case it 
would actually en- 
danger your life. Swim 
to the nearest point of 
safety — the shore or 
another boat — with or

Retirement planning should be priority

If “an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure,” then planning for 
retirement should be hi gi on our 
priorities list. Yet the average 
person spends 12 to 16 years 
preparing for his career goals, but 
little or no time preparing for the 
post Nvorking years. 

"Preparation for Retirement, ” by 
Woodrow W. Hunter, should be 
manadatory reading for anyone 
planning on spending some years in 
leisure. In his capter “Mental 
Health in Retirement/’ Hunter 
states that “much can be learned 
from retired people who are aging 


successfully.” He goes on to list 10 
reasons why: 

“(1). They face reality. In other 
words they learned to accept the 
facts of life and to make the best of 
them. They are afraid to com- 
promise when necessry. 

“(2) They take responsibility. 
They do not blame others for their 
problems. They can accept help 
when it is needed, but they also 
make a major effort to solve their 
own problems. 

“(3) They are interested in other 
people. They do not withdraw from 
life. They like doing things with and 
for other people. They make the 
effort to acquire new friends. They 


like their old friends but they also 
like to keep in touch with younger 
people. 

“(4) They have strong and varied 
interests. Usually well adjusted 
older persons like to do many kind of 
activities, and they enjoy sharing 
activities with other people. 

“(5) They are interested in new 
things as well as the old. Most of 
them agree that the world is 
changing faster than they can 
comprehend, but they still try to 
keep up with things. They are not 
afraid of the future and they accept 
changing times. 

“(6) They look forward to the 
future. They live in the present and 


Garden Doctor says... 


This week’s word 
from the Garden Doctor 
at the Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service is: 

Q: Do I need to plant 
more than one fruit tree 
to get fruit? 

A: That depends on 
which fruit trees you’re 
planting. The vast 
majority of apples need 
another variety of apple 
for cross-pollination. 
Plums also need a cross- 
pollinator, with the 
possible exceptions of 
Stanley, Monarch, 
Shropshire and French 
Damson. All sweet 
cherries, apricots, and 
pears need cross- 
ollination. 

The fruit trees that 
bear without a cross - 
ollinator are tart 
cherry, nectarines and 
quince. 

Q: What are some 
shrubs that have 
fragrant flowers? 

A: There are several 
to choose from all of 
which can be planted 
now. Spicebush, Lin- 
dera benzoin, has 
fragrant yellow flowers 
during April. It even- 
tually grows to a height 
of 10 feet. Three 
viburnums are very 
fragrant. Burkwood 
biburnum reaches a 
height of 6 feet and 
blooms in late April. 
Fragrant viburnum also 
blooms in late April and 
reaches a height of 9 
feet. Koreanspice 
viburnum flowers in 
early May and reaches 
a height of 6 feet. 
Beauty bush, Kolkwitzia 
amabilis, has pink 
flowers in late May and 
attains a height of 12 
feet. Mock-orange 
blooms in early June 
and is approximately 8 
feet high. Other 
fragrant shrubs include 
pepperbush, amur 
honeysuckle, golden 
current, rose daphne, 
sweet, shrub, and both 
common and Chinese 
witch hazel. 

Q: Can I fertilize a 
shade tree by sprinkling 
fertilizer beneath it? 

A: The amount of 
fertilizer needed for a 
tree usually will burn 
smaller plants such as 
grass. Therefore, 
surface fertilizing is 
recommended only if

vegetation. If plants are 
growing under the tree, 
make holes in the soil 18 
inches deep and 2 feet 
apart under the spread 
of the branches. A one- 
inch pipe and sledge 
hammer work well for 
this task. Don’t make 
any holes closer than 2 
feet from the trunk. Use 
a high nitrogren lawn 
fertilizer that does not 
contain a weedkiller. 
Use v 3 of a 10 percent 


nitrogen fertilizer for 
each inch of trunk 
diameter measured 4 
feet above the ground or 
use lVfe of a 20 percent 
nitrogen fertilizer for 
each inch of diameter. 
Subdivide the 
calculated amount 
between the holes. The 
holes need not be c losed . 

Q: We have a very 
shady spot in the yard 
where grass refuses to 
grow. We are willing to 
try once more if you 


think we can succeed. 

A: If you have not 
tried seeding with a 
fescue blend after 
properly working the 
soil, do give that a try. 
Creeping red fescue is 
the most shade-tolerant 
lawn grass available, 
but some areas are too 
shady for even that. 
Ground cover such as 
pachysandra or 
periwinkle or mulch can 
be used in these 
especially dark places.

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County establishes Delinquent Tax Fund 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has established a 
Delinquent Tax Revolving Fund to 
ease cash-flow problems and sim- 
plify budget planning in 
municipalities and school districts 
throughout the county. 

Following unanimous approval of 
the idea by the board on April 11, the 
commissioners predicted the fund 
will be a "blessing” for the local 
units of government and school 
districts under its jurisdiction. 


It isexpected to provide particular 
relief for those communities with the 
most severe financial troubles, such 
as the City of E corse which recently 
was forced to borrow to meet payroll 
and other money obligations. 

The fund isconsidered a provision 
for "instant paydays” for 
municipalities, school districts and 
other eligible taxing units. Under the 
fund, taxing units will early in the 
year receive from the county the 
entire amount of their taxes due, 


rather than having to wait for 
delinquent payments to trickle in 
over periods sometimes up to a year 
beyond deadline. 

W r ith establishment of the fund, 
the county treasurer is authorized to 
pay all eligible taxing units a lump 
sum equal to all their tax payments 
delinquent after settlement day, 
which is March 1 of each year. 

"Knowing that they will receive 
all at once the full amount of the 
taxesthevaredue, the districts and 


municipalities are in a much more 
comfortable position for fiscal 
planning,” said Board Chairman 
Jarrette Simmons, who urged the 
unanimous adopt icn 

"They can arrange programs and 
develop budget measures while 
being fully aware of their financial 
limits,” she pointed out. 4 ‘It enables 
them to look ahead with con- 
fidence.” 

Judging from delinquent taxes in 
1976, the fund this summer could pay 


the City of Ecorse and its school 
district as much as $264,000 that 
otherwise might not be received 
until sometime in 1978 According to 
County Treasurer Raymond J 
Wojtowicz, communities throughout 
the county can expect receipt of 
funds by late June, after local tax 
rolls have been audited and a 
proposed bond issue has been ap- 
proved by the State Municipal 
Finance Commission. 

To finance the fund, the county 


plans to borrow money by issuing 
three-year bonds not to exceed $30 
million, but limited to the actual 
amount of all delinqumt taxes in the 
county. The loan will be repaid with 
collections from taxpayers and 
interest earned from investments of 
the fund. 

Detroit is excluded from the fund 
because it presently collects its own 
delinquent taxes. Detroit can join 
anytime, if it chooses to discontinue 
its own collection.

Common spring task: Checking 
for rodent damage to landscape 


Cold temperatures, drying sun, 
snow and ice, and nibbling rodents 
took their toll on landscape plants 
this year. Assessing damages, 
repairing injured plants and 
replacing dead ones are likely to be 
common tasks this spring. 

According to Harold Davidson, 
horticulture specialist at Michigan 
State University, most of the 
'damage will be fairly obvious 
But some plants may not show the 
effects of winter injury for a year or 
more. 

“If plants fail to flower, or bloom

on the lower portions only, you’ll 
know that low' temperatures killed 
the exposed flower buds,’’ he said. 
“Flower buds protected by snow are 
uninjured. Because shoot buds 
u^ially are not killed by cold, the 
plant should live and grow to flower 
another year.” 

Forsythia and peach especially 
are likely to have suffered flower 
bud loss. 

Some plants that appear to have 
survived the winter actually may be 
doomed. For instance, boxwood and 
yews that were crushed by the 
weight of heavy snow may seem 
only bent But if the bark on the 
main stems is broken, the cir- 
culation of water and nutrients 
through the plants will be cut off and 
the plants will literally starve to 
death. It may take 15 or 16 months 
for this to occur, however. By that 
time, thedeath of the plants may not 
be connected to the crushing they 
underwent this year. 

Everygreens that weren’t shaded 
against the direct rays of the sun 
may die from desiccation, or loss of 
moisture from their foliage. 
Because the roots could not take up 
moisture from the frozen soil to 
replace the water lost from the 
leaves, the foliage — and sometimes 
the whole plant — dies. Plants that 
were not completely killed should 
make excellent regrow’ th during the 
summer, if brown and brittle leaves 
and shoots are pruned before spring 
growth resumes, Davison said He 
noted that the plants may require 
some additional pruning later to 
reshape them. 

Plants with broken or badly 
deformed branches also should be 
pruned. Bent or moderately 
deformed branches may be staked 
or tied to restore them to their 
natural form. 

“Cold injury to plant roots is likely 
to be a problem thisyear, especially 
among container plants,” Davison 
said. Although the stem may still be 
alive, itwillsoon desiccate and die if 
the roots were killed. If the roots 
were only injured, the plant will 
survive but will not grow and 
develop normally. 

‘There’s not much you can do for 
root-injured plants now except to 
care for them so that they aren’t 
stressed by drouth, insects or 
malnutrition,” Davidson said. 
“Next fall, mulch the containers or 
store the plants in appropriate 
protection structures.” 

All winter damage to plants is not 
due strictly to the weather 

“Damage by rodents chewing on 
bark beneath the snow probably will 
be very serious this year,” Davidson 
said. “Some damage on valuable 
ornamentals may be repaired, but 
extensive injuries may dictate that 
plants be replaced.” 

Two techniques may be used to 
salvage girdled plants: bridge

Winter injury to plants probably 


will be relatively high this year, the 
specialist observed Much of it could 
have been avoided, however, and 
similar damage can be avoided in 
the future. Screening evergreens to 
minimize moisture loss, supporting 
hedges and valuable specimen 
plants so they aren’t crushed by 
snow, using poisonous baits or 
hardware cloth mouse guards to 
keep rodents from gnawing on bark, 
and mulching or storing container- 
grown plants to prevent cold injury 
in roots are inexpensive and ef-

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Insurance commissioner says 


No-fault saves $70 million over old system 


No-fault auto insurance is costing 
Michigan policyholders some $70 
million a year less than the old tort 
system and is payirn more benefits 
quickly lo more accident victims 
than any othpr 1 naira nee system in 
the country, according to slate In 
sura nee Commissioner 
Thomas C Jones said a report 
hased on studies by the Insurance 
Bureau and other organizations 
show’s the public strongly supports 


most parts of the no-fault system. 

However, the survey also show's 
people are frustrated and confused 
by cancellations, non-renewal^, 
rating inequities and related dif- 
ficulties with car insurance. 

‘These are problems that have 
nothing to do with no-fault itself,” he 
empha sized, "but are the result of 
basic inadequacies in the whole 
personal insurance system.” 

He said consumers in states

Bill urges switch 
from violent TV 


State Rep Robert Law of the 36th 
District has introduced a resolution, 
urging Michigan television 
broadcasters to show educational 
and non-violent programming to 
children. 

"Television is really a major force 
in the socialization of children, ”Law 
said. "A high school graduate is 
likely to have spent more time 
watching TV than sitting in a 
classroom. 

"Yet the major portion of 
children’s TV viewing is devoted to 
violence, and I don’t believe this 
represents an accurate and com- 
plete picture of society. 

Law, a Western Wayne County 
Republican, said he realized that the 
majority of station programming 
originates with the networks and 
that local broadcast stations often 


have only limited control over use of 
public service programming. 

"Nevertheless, I am calling on the 
broadcasters throughout our state to 
show educational and informative 
public programming, which deals 
with non-violent issues at the times 
when children comprise a 
significant share of the viewing 
audience,” Law' said. "And I am 
asking them to pledge to do this in 
license applications and renewals.” 

The resolution also calls upon the 
broadcast networks to assist and 
enable their local television af- 
filiates serving Michigan to show 
educational and non-violent 
programs to children. 

If approved by the legislature, the 
resolution will be sent to all 
Michigan broadcast stations and to 
ABC, NBC and CBS.

‘Many of these problems would be 
solved under the proposed Essential 
Insurance Reform Act (House Bill 
51%). which would make insurance 
available to everyonea nd put an end 
to cancellations and arbitrary 
ratios that have nothing to do with 
risk,” Jones said. 

The bureau's report contains the 
results of a survey of consumer 
attitudes toward Michigan no-fault 
and an analysis of the system’s 
performance since it began in 1973. 

Combined results of the studies 
show : 

— The public strongly supports 
most elements of no-fault in 
Michigan 

— No-fault has met its promises to 
the public of correcting the 
problems of the tort system 

— Although insurance rates have 
gone up, no-fault has dampened 
rather than contributed to these 
increases 

The survey of consumer attitudes 
toward no-fault, conducted by 
Market Opinion Research of Detroit, 
indicates: 

— More than 60 percent of people 
believe in providing full medical and 
rehabilitation benefits to all ac- 
cident victims. 

— Seventy nine percent believe 
that the right to sue for pain and 
suffering should be curtailed in 
order to provide more adequate 
medical and wage loss benefits 

—Sixty five percent a re in favor of 
a coordination of benefits system 
that assures that people collect only 
once for each injury'. 

Jones noted that the response to 
no-fault collision was not as clear- 
cut. 

The Market Opinion survey 
showed that about a third of those 
who called no-fault a "poor system” 
actually were dissatisfied with 
collision insurance, which pays for 
damage to a driver’s own car and is 
not required coverage under 
Michigan no-fault. Many consumers 
preferred more choice in their 
collision coverages along with more 
choice over the rates they pay.

showed that most people favored a 
change in the law to allow’ not-at- 
fault drivers to collect from the 
insurance companies of at-fault 
drivers. 

“The problem wefaceis that these 
two statements of public attitude are 
fundamentally contradictory,” 
Jones said. “If you can collect from 
someone else’s company, all drivers 
must buy insurance to cover the 
chance they may cause an accident 
and you lose almost all flexibility in 
choosing coverages and rates. 

"The contradictory consumer 
preferences show the great con- 
fusion which has resulted from no- 
fault collision.” 

Jones said the bureau is recom- 
mending changes in the no-fault law 
to increase consumer un- 
derstanding of no-fault collision, 
provide minimum standards for use 
of deductibles, and guarantee that a 
driver’s insurance will not be 
cancelled, non-renewed or in- 
creased in price based on not-at* 
fault accidents. 

No-fault has been successful in 
correcting the shortcomings of the 
tort system it replaced in 1973, Jones 
said. 

More people are receiving higher 


levels of compensation for ac- 
cidents. When corrected for inflation 
and changes in the rates of injuries, 
the actual economic loss paid out is 
60 percent higher with no-fault than 
with the tort system. 

Payments are more timely. 
People previously waited months 
and years for payment, but most 
companies now are meeting the 
legal requirements to pay economic 
loss benefits within 30 days. 

The number of auto negligence 
suits filed has dropped by 31 percent 
from pre-no-fault levels. There has 
been a substantial shift from 
overpayment of benefits to the least 
seriously injured to providing 
adequate benefits for all. 

The coordination of benefits option 
— under which a person can collect 
for a loss from only one type of in- 
surance — is saving consumers 
about $45millionayear. If everyone 
took advantage of this option, 
savings would be another $60 
million, the report said. 

Insurance rates in Michigan have 
gone up by an annual rate of about 
14.5 percent since 1974. This is 
somewhat less than the national 
average rate increase and com- 
parable to other major industrial 


states, whether they are no-fault or 
tort states. Insurance rates have 
risen more slowly than the prices of 
the products insurance buys. 

A 1977 study by a national in- 
surance research and consulting 
firm for the American Insurance 
Association indicates that the cost of 
the Michigan no-fault system to 
consumers is about $69 5 million a 
year less than the cost of the tort 
system 

Certain changes in the law would 
make no-fault even more responsive 
to the public’s needs, and some 
technical changes would improve 
the efficiency of operation, Jones 
said 

In addition to passage of the 
Essential Insurance Reform Act, 
collision coverage, catastrophic 
claims, avoidance of duplication of 
benefits, suit threshold, survivors’ 
and work loss benefits, and 
motorcycle coverage are areas of 
concern, Jones said. 

He said the Insurance Bureau is 
recommending creation of a 
Catastrophic Gaims Association to 
share the liability of personal injury 
protection claims in excess of 
$250,000 among all insurers writing 
auto insurance in Michigan.

Energy assistance deadline is April 30 


Low-income individuals, as well 
as senior citizens with annual in- 
come of less than $7,000, have until 
Sunday to submit their applications 
for the energy assistance program 
created under Public Act 278 of 1977, 
Sen. William Faust (D-Westland) 
has announced. 

•The deadline for submitting an 
application is rapidy approaching 
If you think you may be eligible, and 
you have not submitted an ap- 
plication. I urge you to do so im- 
mediately, ” Faust said “It is your 
right to receive the assistance for 
which you are eligible.” 

The law, creates a program 
designed to assist many senior 
citizens and lower income in- 
dividuals in meeting their fuel costs 
However, applications are coming in 
at a much slower rate than had been 
anticipated. 

Faust, who is the majority leader 


ot the Senate, said: * ‘Applications 
for the program may be obtained 
from county social services offices, 
local area agencies on againg, fuel 
suppliers, and other community 
organizations 

“If anyone is having trouble in 
applying for the program, they may 
call or write my office and I’ll be 
happy to assist them Another 
alternative is to call the state s toll- 
free hotline for this program at 1- 
800-292-5930,” Faust said 


The program provides benefits 
according to family size and-or 
income, up to a maximum of $200 
Payments will be made directly to 
the energy provider, if the supplier 
has been selected by the Depart- 
ment of Social Services for collec- 
tive payment. If a recipient pur- 
chases energy from an energy 
provider not selected by the 
department for collective payment, 
a check will be sent to the recipient 
which shall require two en- 


dorsements, one from the recipient 
andone from the energy provider 

According to Faust, P A 278 
appropriated $38 million to the 
Department of Soda! Services for 
implementation of this home heating 
subsidication program which is 
expected to benefit an estimated 
300,000 Michigan households. 

“Many low-income people have 
the misconception that if they live in 
condominiums or in low-income 
apartment dwellings, where there is 


only one central electric or gas 
meter for all persons involved they 
may not beeligiblefor thissubsidy,” 
Faust said “I would like to assure 
these people that they are, indeed, 
eligible The legislature recently 
adopted House Concurrent 
Resolution 634 declaring their 
eligibility.” 

This resolution expresses 
legislative intent that a procedure 
shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment of Social Services whereby 


persons living in condominiums or 
low-income dwellers who meet the 
requirements for reimbursement 
will be eligible for participation, 
even if an energy account is not in 
the nameof the individual applicant. 

“With home heating bills as high 
as they were this past winter, I 
would hope that all those who think 
they may be eligible for this 
program will take the time to fill out 
an application,” Faust said, “and do 
it before April 30th.” 


Lasers' role 
studied 
on 56 


When first invented 18 
years ago, lasers were 
called “a solution 
looking fora problem;” 
nobody could t hi nk w hat 
to do with them . On M ay 
10 at 8 p.m. on Channel 
$6, “Nova” examines 
the roles that lasers 
£lay in today’s and 
tomorrow’s world. The 
Show, entitled ‘The 
Light of the 21st Cen- 
tury,” will be repeated 
May 13 at 4 p.m. 

One of the first 
practical applications of 
the laser was in sur- 
veying. The laser’s 
narrow beam made an 
ideal levelling device, 
which is now used ex- 
tensively in the con- 
struction industry. 

Industry also uses the 
laser as a precsion 
welder. Lasers are used 
in dentistry and 
medicine to excise 
tumors and cancerous 
cells, attach retinas and 


to perform sterile, 
bloodless surgery. 

And what of future 
possibilities of the 
laser? A giant laser in 
California has achieved 
the temperatures of the 
center of the sun-a-step 
toward harnessing 
nuclear fusion, the sun’s 
energy production 
process. 

“Nova” also looks at 
the future of lasers in 
communications. 
Engineers predict that 
by the year 2000, laser 
telephone traffic can be 
increased a million-fold 
and take up less cable 
space than conventional 
copper, which is 
becoming a scarce 
resource. 

New possibilities for 
the laser are surfacing 
alrpost daily. “Nova” 
shows how “the light of 
the 21st century” has 
stepped out of science 
fiction firmly into 
science fact.

Sometimes paperwork is involved 
in getting your full protection under 
Medicare— especially if you want to 
get your money back. 

Medicare claims forms often 
cause headaches ... for Medicare 
patients ... for doctors and 
hospitals, and other providers . . . 
and for Blue Cross andBlueShield of 
Michigan which serves as a 
Medicare fiscal intermediary (or 
paymaster) for the Social Security 
Administration. 

The Medicare claims form might 
look formidable, but it isn’t as dif- 
ficult as it might seem. 

All it takes is some common sense 
record keeping and a willingness to 
take the time to fill it out properly. 
(Your Medicare Handbook is a good 
reference in case you have some 
questions). 

There are four things that cause 
most claims problems and hold up 
prompt payments. They are: 

(1.) Insufficient information as 
requested on the form; 

(2.) Lack of Medicare Health 
Insurance Claims number; 

(3. ) Claims filing for non-covered 
items; and 

(4.) Lack of signature. 

The Request for Medicare 
Payment (SSA Form 1490) is filed 
only for coverages under your 
Medicare B (medical) insurance 
with the government. All Medicare 
A (hospitalization) claims are filed 
by the participating providers. 

Your main concerns under 
Medicare B (medical ) coverage are 
whether or not your physician was 
accepting assignment in your case 
and obtaining proper documentation 
for claims filings incase he doesn’t. 

If he does accept Medicare 
“assignment” — that means he will 
handle your case for the amount 
allowed for his services — your job 
is simple. The physician will fill out 
the form, you sign it, and he then 
sends it to Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan for review and 
payment. 

In this case, your physician or 
provider will receive 80 percent of 
the a mounts payable for his services 
from the government, and you will 
be responsible for paying the 
remaining 20 percent of the bill. If 
your doctor does accept “assign- 
ment”, he cannot charge you more 
than 20 percent of the allowances 
approved by Medicare, provided 
you already have paid out your $60 
deductible. 

If you haven’t paid out that 
deductible, he may charge you more 
— but not any more than your $60 
deductible, plus the 20 percent. 

If your doctor won’t accept the 
Medicare assignment, oftentimes, 
he will agree to file the claim form 
for you. If he will not file the claim 
form, you need to obtain the 
required information. 

The claim form is specific in the 
information requrested You need 
the date and place of each service, a 
listing or descripticn of the services 


performed and a description of the 
illness or injury for which you were 
treated. Obviously, you alio will 
haveto list the charges. Don’t worry 
about theprocedure code, the people 
at Blue Cro6S and Blue Shield will 
take care of that. 

There are two ways to 
get this information (1) ask the 
doctor or provider to fill out the 
lower portion of the claim so that 
you can file it for reimbursement, or 
(2) request an itemized billing 
showing all of the needed in- 
formation. 

In either case, you should file the 
claim with Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan as you receive 
the services. Do not hold bills and 
file at year’s end. 

There is one ocception to the 
above statement — those persons 
covered by the railroad retirement 
program file their Medicare Part B 
claims with the Travelers Insurance 
Companies, located in Lansing, 111-, 
which are the area carrier for 
persons protected by the railforad 
retirement plan. 

Next, make sure you have 
provided all of the requested in- 
formation and make sure you sign 
the claim and include that all- 
important Medicare insurance 
claims identification number. Many 
claims payments are held ip just 
because a Medicare patient didn’t 
sign his name or include that 
number. 

File your daim for only those 
services covered under Medicare. 
Admittedly, this sometimes is dif- 
ficult but your doctor’s office staff 
can help you if you ask them to use 
an asterisk or underlining to mark 
covered services when they present 
you with the bill. 

Useyour Medicare handbook for a 
reference and check with either your 
local Social Security Administration 
office or the nearest Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield branch office for 
assistance. 

Medicare Part B wen’t make any 
payments until after your record 
shows that you have paid out that $60 
year deductible for covered ser- 
vices. 

The name of the game in filing 
Medicare claims forms is keeping a 
record of your expenditures and also 
keeping a record of when you have 
filed the claims. After all, it’s your 
money.

For healthier plants 
and better yields, 
control diseases in 
raspberry and 
strawberry plants 
before they flower in the 
spring. 

According to Don 
Ramsdell, extension 
specialist in small fruit 
crop diseases at 
Michigan State 
University, grey mold, 
strawberry leaf scorch 
and strawberry leaf 
spot are the three most 
common fungus 
diseases of small fruits. 

Grey mold affects 
both flowers and fruits, 
Ramsdell says. He 
advises spraying plants 
five times with Cap tan 
and Benlate at 7- to 10- 
day intervals starting at 
the very beginning of 
bloom. 

Captan and Benlate 
together also control 
strawberry leaf scorch 
and strawberry leaf 
spot. Follow the same 
schedule of application 
for scorch. For leaf 
spot, administer one 
additional spray after 
harvest. 

Of the most common 
varieties of 
strawberries — mid- 
way, red chief, guar- 
dian, sparkle and sure- 
crop — none resists grey 
mold, strawberry leaf 
scorch or strawberry 
leaf spot, Ramsdell 
said. However, midway 
and guardian are 
resistant to verticillium 
wilt, a common soil- 
borne disease which 
infects roots, blocking 
water transport and 
causing plants to wilt. 

Another soil-borne 
disease is black root rot. 
Extremely cold winters 
aggravate the disease 
by damaging plant 
roots No resistant 
varieties are known 
Commercial fruit 
growers fumigate to 
control this problem, 
but this is not practical 
for the backyard 
grower 

Don’t let all this talk 
of disease discourage 
you. A little care now** 
will mean luscious fruit 
in a few months.

A Wayne 
Marathon?

Venturesome Ken McKee was in Boston during the running of the 
famous marathon and came away impressed and with some 
notable ponderables. 

"Why not a Wayne Marathon?" asked McKee, who was a three- 
sports man during his prep years at Wayne High and is presently 
serving the city as a councilman. "The Boston race was and is 
fantastic; it shows people with a lot of determination and stamina 
and I am determined to run in it next year. 

“And moreover I feel it would be a wonderful idea if we could 
organize a marathon in conjunction with our Summer Festival.” 

For the uninitiated, the marathon involves running a distance of 
26 miles and some odd yards. They say if the 26 miles don’t get you, 
the yards inevitably will. 

McKee was in Boston last Monday to watch his younger brother, 
Dave, compete in the race. Dave, who presently has established his 
home in Oregon was one of 4,000-plus runners in this year’s race. He 
managed to finish. 

“Dave got me hooked on running,” says Ken. "When Dave was in 
high school (Wayne Memorial) he was about 5’8” and weighed 
nearly 200-pounds. He’s now down to 145 pounds. 

Showing the notches on his belt have now been buckled inward, 
Ken said that since he has taken up running he has trimmed from 
243 pounds to 202. 

“I’ve lost over 41 pounds in nine weeks and that’s why I ’m sold on 
endurance running,” McKee pointed out. 

At 38, Ken is moving among the ranks of geriatric wonders like 
Gordie Howe and Carl Yastrzemski. McKee plays hockey, softball 
and runs at least five miles a day. 

"People nowadays are beginning to realize that running is the 
perfect exercise," McKee contends. "They are running for their 
health. Like a few decades ago it was golf, then tennis and now it’s 
running." 

To cash in on the popularity of the endurance runner, McKee says 
he and his brother, Dave, have teamed with an insurance agent and 
doctor to form a partnership in a sports shoppe, "The Runner’s 
Roost”, which specifically serves the needs of runners. 

“It’s a sports' shop that is stocked with what a runner needs like 
shorts, gym shoes and jogging uniforms," said McKee. "Running 
gear is the ‘in’ thing.” 

McKee points out that in golf one has to pay money to get on the 
golf course and in tennis it’s the same situation for the courts, "but 
in running it’s a self determination to get up and go out into the 
clean air and set your pace.” 

A manufacturer’s rep, Ken can easily sell and make his point. 

Wonder who’ll he have to sell to get the Wayne marathon off the 
drawing boards?

There were many events where 
Coach Ernie Righetti could point to 
and say. ‘‘if we had just done this or 
that, we would have won the meet.” 

But it wasn’t to be and Righetti 
and Wayne’s thindads were forced 
to settle for a 77-all tie with Great 
Lake 8 Conference rival, Fordson.

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Road to recovery wasn 't easy for Dunsmore 


Injury nearly ends Spartan catcher's career 


Five years ago it looked as though 
Rob Dunsmore’s baseball would 
consist of the television game of the 
week, Topps bubble gum cards, and 
memories of what could have been. 

But as the former Cherry Hill 
three-sports athlete prepares to 
close out his baseball career at 
Nicholls State University in 
Louisiana, the dreams of success on 
the diamond that raced through his 
head while lying on a lonely 
operating table have become a 
reality. 

The Colonels’ catcher, who at one 
time not so very long ago, would 
have been thankful if he ever walked 
again, is now one of the mainstays of 
Nicholls’ baseball team that is 


fighting for its seventh consecutive 
Gulf South Conference Western 
Division title. 

“He’s the kind of guy you’re proud 
to see in your program for a 4-year 
period, because when it came down 
to his senior year he has produced 
and done the job for the ball club,” 
praised Nicholls’ Coach T. C 
Calmes. 

But Dunsmore almost didn't have 
a senior year as a college catcher. In 
fact, five years ago there wa,*i 
considerable doubt that he would 
ever be able to participate in sports 

During his junior year of high 
school at Cherry Hill, Dunsmore was 
involved in what appeared to be a 
minor car accident. No one realized 


the agony that was about to unfold. 

He continued to play baseball, 
basketball and football at Patterson 
High the rest of the year. As his 
senior year began, Dunsmore’s knee 
grew progressively worse. Surgery 
seemed to be the answer, but 
Dunsmore would have no part of it in 
his senior year of high school ball . So 
he endured the pain and received 
shots instead. 

For the next three seasons Dun- 
smore labored behind an extremely 
talented catcher in Mike Mulligan 
Dunsmore played the role of the 
backup catcher and generally filled 
the holes Coach Calmes made 
available. . \ 


“In high school I had been head 
noncho, you know, Mr. baseball, 
football and basketball. Coming here 
I had to sit the bench three years just 
waiting for my chance. To me that’s 
the hardest thing I’ve ever done,” 
Dunsmore confided. 

Finally, after years of un- 
certainty, the waiting has paid off 
for the Colonels and for the scrappy 
Dunsmore. “the biggest question in 
my mind when the season started 
was how could a guy that hadn’t 
started for three years provide 
leadership,” Dunsmore said. “But 
( the best thing that happened to me 
this year was I got off to a good start. 
When you’re hitting the ball 


everything is going good for you, it’s 
easy to say to the guys -let's go, 
let’s hustle. 

The 6-1, 190-pound athlete did 
indeed get off to a fast start by 
slamming opposing pitchers for a 
.400 plus average and he still 
maintains a .350 average. 

Dunsmore also slugged several 
early season home runs that helped 
the Colonels notch some important 
victories. 

“Rob played behind one of the 
finest catchers in the South for three 
years and didn't really get a chance 
to show what he could do,” said 
Calmes. “But he has come on strong 
this season by working hard, hitting

The commission is a transportation authority of sorts, 
linked with the Southeastern Michigan Transportation 
Authority (SEMTA). 


The Nankin Transmit Commission (NTC) serves 
persons 55 years and older, as well as handicapped per- 
sons, in Wayne, Westland, Garden City, Inkster and 
Canton Township Of those, Canton is the only community 
that is not actually a member of the NTC. That township 
contracts with NTC for bus service. 


For 25 cents, those seniors or handicapped persons can 
get a ride to any location within the five-community' area. 
Another quarter will bring them home. 


The NTC uses a fleet of 11 buses, according to Carol 
Winkler, deputy supervisor of the NTC operation. Charles 
Hunter is supervisor. 


Two of the buses are equipped with lift devices to be 
used for persons in wheelchairs or with mobility dif- 
ficulty. 


Rides are provided Monday through Friday from 8a.m. 
to 5 p.m. 


To make a reservation for a ride to a medical ap- 
pointment, seniors may call as far as two days in advance. 
Requests for transportation of groups also should be made 
two days in advance. Other appointments, such as 
shopping trips, visits and such, may be made by seniors 
only one day in advance, Mrs. W T inkler said. This is to 
insure that doctor visits are given first priority in making 
out the schedule 


Because there are only two buses with hydraulic lift 
devices for the handicapped, those persons also may call 
two days in advance for a reservation. 


Of course, an attempt is made to schedule in last minute 
callers, Mrs Winkler said. She urges seniors in that case 
to call in early in the day. 

However, with the service providing between 5,000 and 
6,000 rides per month, the schedule is always full and 
busy, Mrs. Winkler added. 


The dial-a-ride telephone number is 729-2710. 

So far, the NTC member cities enjoying the tran- 
sportation service have not had to contribute money to the 
program, although the cities have at times been asked to 
loan NTC money to take care of cash flow problems. This 
is because SEMTA takes care of much of the cost by 
providing buses, and the employees working there are 
paid through CETA (Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act) funds. 


However, it is expected that eventually the cities will 
have to begin sharing the cost of providing the service. 


Seniors generally have been delighted with the program 
since it began in September of 1975 Transportation has 
been found to be one of the biggest problems of older 
citizens The dial-a-ride program gives many seniors who 
do not drive or own a car the much needed mobility both 
for necessary doctor appointments, and liesure activities. 


After nearly three years of wear and tear on the buses in 
the fleet, manv are beginning to ‘Vear out,” Mrs. Winkler 
said She noted that it seems that even- day at least one or 
two are “down" for repairs 


She said they hope that SEMTA will provide some 
replacement buses this fall.

history and politics. Instead, the classes 
are set up to fill free time with lighter 
educational experiences. 

The program supervisor did add 
however, that seniors in the club are 
welcome to enroll in academic courses 
offered by either the district’s adult 
education program or at many of the 
nearby community colleges She said that 
often these courses are taught free to the 
senior citizen. 

Also offered at no charge and many 
times with the supplies furnished by the 
district, are the leisure classes which are 
available four days each week 
According to Malaney, Monday af-

In addition, seniors may join the 
decorations and crafts course in which the 
students spend their Monday afternoons 
making party favors, centerpieces and 
other decorations for the club’s special 
events.

Scheduled for April 29 is the presentation 
of eight citizenship and service awards 
going to selected club members. Members 
celebrating their 50th wedding an 
niversaries will be given awards too.) 

Tuesdays and Wednesdays are reserved 
for club meetings. Although no classes are 
offered on these days, members may play 
bingo in the afternoon. 

Malaney said that two days were set 
aside for club meetings because the club 
had grown too large to accomodate all of 
its members on just one day. 

The meetings are held at 3 p. m in the 
cafeteria at John Glenn High School on 
Marquette Road 

Courses planned for Thursday af- 
ternoons include personalized car care, 
music appreciation, photojournalism and 
physical education 

Malaney explained that the car care 
class is a simplified instruction course 
designed to acquaint seniors with the 
basics of auto maintenance. 

She said that the course is valuable to 
the program because the club has many 
widowed members who can benefit from 
such instruction. 

In addition, the program supervisor said 
that the physical education exercise 
classes are also beneficial to the seniors 
and are "very popular" with club mem- 
bers. She explained that the exercise in- 
structor has studied at many seminars and 
has organized a program which is 
specifically designed for the well-being of 
the older generation 
On Fridays the list of scheduled courses 
includes wood working, square dancing, 
crafts and the pinochle club. 

Malaney said that the crafts class of- 
fered at the end of the week differs from 
the decorations and crafts course. She 
said that regular (rafts are taught on 
Fridays such as macrame, rug hooking, 
dry flower arranging and similar artistic 
skills. 

Only one activity is planned for Satur- 
day-swimming from 1 p. m. until 2 p. m. 

Nextyear, Malaney hopes to introduce a 
drama class into the program schedule. 

And aside from drama, additional plans 
are sort of waiting in the wings until the 
new center is built. 

According to Malaney, ground for the

r The Wayne County Office on Aging is 
continually expanding it’s services to meet 
the needs of our area senior citizens. 

The nutrition program, established in 
1973 and now serving in 48 different sites 
throughout the county, is probably the 
most widely known service of the many 
offered This program provides hot lun- 
ches Monday through Friday to anyone 60 
years of age or older. There is no man- 
datory fee, but a 50-cent donation is 
suggested. Nutrition education, guest 
speakers on subjects of interest to seniors, 
and periodic blood pressure checkups also 
are offered at the nutrition sites.

MEDICAL LOAN CLOSET: Also located 
in the multi-purpose center, this program

very popular program since it’s inception 
in 1975 Located in Westland, there are 200 
garden plots and an adjoining year-round 
greenhouse available at no charge to 
county senior citizens. In the past, Frank’s 
Nursery Sales Inc. has donated a variety of 
seeds for use at the gardens. The harvest 
of each plot is for the seniors to do with as 
they wish.

EARLY ALERT: This is an emergency 
response system through which the U S.

VIAL OF LIFE: This is an emergency 
information program which uses a con- 
tainer to store vital medical and personal 
information in one common location in all 
households — the refrigerator — for use in 
a medical crisis when an individual who is 
alone may not be able to communicate.

THE ADVOCATE: This is a Wayne 
County senior citizen newspaper which is 
published monthly and is distributed 
through nutrition sites and cooperating 
agencies throughout the county. No fees. 

FREE PRESCRIPTION DRUGS: In 
cooperation with World Medical Relief, 
free prescription drugs are provided to 
senior citizens. There are no fees but 
eligibility is based on income.

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Westland beefs up aging service program

The telephone rings, and a senior citizen answers. After 
a brief conversation, the call ends. It is the first of an 
estimated 91 telephone calls that will be made today 
through the Westland Department on Aging’s Telecare 
Program, and is one of six programs designed to meet 
the “creature comforts” of the city’s senior citizens. 

According to the assistant director of the city’s newest 
department, Sylvia Kozorosky, some 75 senior citizens are 
being contacted daily through the telephone reassurance 


program. 

Geared to'the homebound, isolated and lonely senior, 
the program consists of a daily call to an older person’s 
home at an appointed time to determine whether he or she 
is all right and whether he or she has any specific needs. 

Operated by the Wayne County Office on Aging in 
cooperation with the department and the city’s Com- 
mission On Aeim? Mrc Knmrnskv Raid that Hpmnnd fnr 
the service has increased to the point that a swond 
operator has been hired to help with the daily calls. 

With recalls and referrals — the telephone reassurer 


contacts the appropriate source in the community to see 
that the senior’s situation is taken care of — Telecare is 
handling 91 calls a day. And according to Mrs. Kozorosky, 
it will be getting even bigger. The program is expected to 
be service 150 seniors during 1978-79. 

The Telecare numbers are 722-7660 or 722-7661 
Coupled with Telecare are several other programs that 
are helping to meet the seniors’ physical needs. 

Among those programs is Out Reach, a needs 
assessment survey being funded through the Com- 
prehensive Employment Training Act To date some 7,900 
questionnaires have been mailed to senior citizens in the 
community, and according to Mrs. Kozorosky, response 
has been averaging 100 per day 
Mrs. Kozorosky explained that the survey will show the 
level of services that the city actually is providing senior 
citizens as well as find out what needs are still unmet. 

With 1,218 questionnaires returned to the department, 
the top priorities among seniors has been minor home 
repairs, lawn care and snow removal 


Mrs Kozorosky added that many seniors responding to 
the survey “can’t believe they are being called and that 
the city is showing such a quick response to their needs 
after they turned in the questionnaires.” 

“We’re moving on the problems (reported in the sur- 
veys) as soon as possible,” she said. “And we are paying 
close attention to the answers because this will guide the 
department in meeting the real needs of the older 
American.” 

Mrs. Kozorosky added that the survey is entering its 
second phase in which follow-up calls will be made to 
seniors have who yet to answer the questionnaire. 

Another program that is creating a “good environment 
between the older person and the young adult” is Home 
Chores. 

Operated by the National Honor Society’s Service 
Group at Wayne Memorial High School, students are 
helping seniors with light housekeeping chores. Twenty- 
two students are involved in the program, and while only 
35 seniors have called for the service from 75 to 100 are 
expected to be helped during 1978-79. 

A volunteer program, the students clean windows, 
shovel snow from walks, cut lawns, pick up mail and shop 
for necessary items only. 

The only stipulation for the service is that it is for the 
senior who can’t do his or her own work or needs help or 
who can’t afford to pay, Mrs. Kozorosky said. 

The department’s information and referral program 
provides seniors w r ith current information about available 
community services and directs them to the appropriate 
agency or resources. 

The program has grown. In 1975 only 150 seniors were 
helped, while last year the number increased to 225. This 
year the department expects to assist about 300 seniors 

“We're all trained to guide them (seniors) to 
professionals in the fields of their needs,” Mrs. Kozorosky' 
explained. “We put them in contact with the providers .” 

A bi-monthly newsletter from the department also helps 
to disseminate information, reaching more than 2,500 
persons and 3.500 by mail 


A calendar keeps seniors abreast with the monthly 
lineup of educational classes, social events, field trips and 
other special activities. 

And bulletin boards in the department’s Senior 
Frienship Center contain up-to-date information on state- 
wide happenings. 

In explaining the classes offered through the depart- 
ment, Mrs Kozorosky said: “The classes we have are 
taught by seniors who have the talent, skills and ability to 
teach. They give the seniors something to look forward 
to” 

In the works for the department is the Friendly 
Visitors, who will visit the isolated or homebound senior 
for “increased social contact with the community.” 

Mrs. Kozorosky hopes to recruit retired nurses and 
nurses aides for the program. They will meet with the 
seniors on a monthly basis to provide “continuing com- 
panionship ... to one lonely homebound person.” 

Residents who feel qualified for the program are urged 
to contact Mrs. Kozorosky at 722-7628 or 722-7632. Between 
25 and 50 volunteers are needed for the program. 

The department also has teamed up with the Wayne- 
W'estland Community Schools’ Continuing Education 
Department in offering a medical loan closet that 
provides wheelchairs, canes, crutches, beds and other 
medical equipment for needy seniors. 

Mrs. Kozorosky said the program is very successful and 
“very much in need of other equipment.” 

A small deposit is required to obtain the equipment, 
however, the fee is rebated to the senior after the 
equipment is returned. 

Considering that the department on aging is less than a 
year old. it programs show that the city is making gains in 
meeting the needs of its senior citizens.

ICSPE 

No program like it

“No program around like it” is the way 
the director of senior citizen activities in 
Inkster describes the multitude of services 
available to them through joint city and 
federal funding. 


Heading the Inkster Comprehensive 
Services Program for the Elderly (IC- 
SPE) is Margery Frazier, who since 1972, 
has seen to it that more than 2,500 com- 
munity seniors take advantage of the 
eight-part service package open to them. 

Actually, a total of 2,660 Inkster senior 
citizens are registered today in what 
started out six years ago as one of only 
three such pilot programs in the nation. 

The ICSPE is sponsored by the Inkster 
Housing Commission and the Inkster 
Commission on Aging. The latter group is 
a nine-member body appointed by the 
mayor, with the main office located in 
Twin Towers. Satellite offices also are 
open at Thompson Towers, Chateau 
Cherry Hill and Lehigh Drop-in Center. 


Many, but not all, of Inkster’s senior 
citizens are members of the six 
organizations in the city — Inkster Club, 
Friendship Club, Thompson Towers Club, 
Chateau Cherry Hill Carol Club, Cherry 
Hill Club and the OK Card Club. 


According to Miss Frazier, last year the 
city provided $50,000 and the federal 
government $104,000 to operate the ICSPE 
for the services to Inkster citizens 60 years 
of age and older. 

Services available under the eight-part 
program are: 

(1) Outreach which finds isolated 
seniors through home visits and gets them 


actively involved in community affairs. 

(2) Information and referral provides 
information on such benefits as Social 
Security and food stamps and also on 
property taxes. 

(3) Community health provides 
assistance with health insurance, pickup 
of prescriptions and clinics for such 
ailments as flu and diabetes. 

(4) Home services sends personnel to 
homebound seniors for cooking of meals, 
doing of laundry, performing ironing and 
cleaning and the moving of furniture. This 
helps to ensure that senior can stay home 
and not be sent to nursing homes or 
hospitals 

(5) Transportation, two cars provide a 
way for seniors to make medical trips and 
a total of five buses are used to make 
scheduled runs to shopping centers around 
the metropolitan area. 


(6) Socialization programs which offer 
instruction in arts and crafts, ceramics, 
various workshops, bowling and bell choir. 

(7) Two nuitrition sites where hot lunch 
programs are available at Twin Towers 
and Chateau Cherry Hill under the out- 
county nuitrition program. 

(8) RSVP (Retired Services Volunteer 
Program) places some 250 seniors in 
various agencies such as the courts, 
schools, day care centers and the jail 

* annex for Wayne County for volunteer 
work. 

Miss Frazier said the idea behind ICSPE 
is to provide supportive services within the 
seniors’ own community so they will not be 
sent to hospitals or nursing homes and thus 
enable them to enjoy their own lifestyles. 

She said seniors wishing further in- 
formation on services available to them in 
Inkster can call 274-9015.

Presently housed in John Glenn High 
School, the club expects to be operating in 
its own center within two years 

The new senior citizen educational 
center will be located near the high school 
and directly across the street from the new 
senior apartment house currently under 
construction. 

Although a name has not been chosen yet 
for the $4.5 million complex. Malaney said 
that she has started ordering some 
equipment including a kiln for a proposed 
ceramics class. 

Malaney said that depending upon how 
the district decides to handle the center’s 
naming, she may organize a contest 
whereby the club members would submit 
possible titles for the building. 

In addition to the senior center, three 
other centers are planned for the new 
complex 

Malaney said that the $12 million price 
tag on the entire developement will include 
building costs for a vocational education 
program, a child care center and a Respite 
Center. — 

According to Malaney, the Respite 


mentally retarded. She said that there is 
only one other center like it in the U. S. and

Malaney explained that the unique 
center will be available for temporarily 
“babysitting’’ the mentally impaired, up to 
17 years old, who normally live at home. 

Because the new center will be near the 
school, program administrators have 
decided to cut some financial corners by 
sharing some of the facilities at John 
Glenn with the senior’s program. 

Still, future plans for the program in- 
clude whirlpool baths, exercise rooms, a 
library lounge, talking books for the blind, 
and additional classes like sewing and 
needlepoint. 

Two other proposals being considered 
for implementation at the opening of the 
center are a nutritional program which 
will provide at least one daily meal for the 
seniors, and a grandparent program which 
will have seniors working with the child 
care center.
